Teacher Talk . 


For those of you who have read Surface before, 


you will recognize that the people involved are 
always looking for ways to open new doors. In 
the interests of encouraging compromise with and 
understanding of the teachers and Administration, 
a Lake Park employee (identified here as "Briar 
Rabbit") agreed to be interviewed by Surface 
shortly after reading the first issue. 

Briar Rabbit is an easygoing, open-minded 
person, interesting and fun to talk to. When asked 
for a review of Surface's premiere issue, Briar 
Rabbit replies, "I think it's great that kids... 
not kids, but young adults... are doing this type 
of thing.

Right to a Right 


If, during the civil rights controversies of 
the 1960's, leaders such as Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. did not transcend certain laws and did not insist 
that blacks should have equal rights despite certain 
laws, minorities might still be unequal under the 
law today. This example from history points to 
two ideas. (1) Laws in existence today are not 
necessarily "right." (2) Sometimes laws can be 
justifiably broken. 

The administration insists, for example, that 
because courts have given them certain rights, it 
is "right" for them to exercise such rights. The 
terms (legal) right and (natural) right are being 
confused here. Although courts have upheld an 
administration's right to censor school papers, 
the administration needs not exercise the right. 

Our administrators should be intelligent enough 

to recognize its students' natural right to free 

press, speech, and thought (unless, of course, bad 
ideas would be introduced which would penetrate

ADVICE FROM A L.P. TEACHER 








Dear Surface staff and readership, 


The first issue of Surface was welcomed as a voice of 
one segment of the student body. Particularly appre- 
ciated was the avoidance of profanity and other attempts 
at "cuteness"; it was obvious that there is a serious, 
mature, and responsible attitude at work. 


Let me suggest, however, that there be some rethinking 
of your request to write to Surface only if you are mad 
at Lake Park. Why focus on the negative? Too much 

of that exists already. Why not solicit the opinions of 
all those in the Lake Park community (students, parents, 
former students, employees of all types, etc.) relative 
to topics of mutual concern and interest? 


Certainly there are many topics in our comlex LP world 
which need to be examined. For instance, are our 
superintendent and principals actually leading this 
district in the direction desired by our community? 

Is it possible that our School Board is taking bold 

steps to hold administrators responsible for their actions? 
Does our curriculum really meet the varied needs of our 
diverse student body--why so few electives and such 
large classes? Are there really "sweetheart deals" made 
with suppliers of services (such as class rings, yearbook 
pictures, graduation announcements, cafeteria services, 
etc.) without competitive bidding? What is the status of 
having meaningful student and teacher involvement in 
decision-making around the district? What can we learn 
from the recent fiasco involving "Essential Competencies" 
and other ill-advised administrative ideas so that much 
time, energy, and money are not wasted? What will it 
take to pull everyone at LP together to work in one 
direction? 


Any healthy, heterogeneous society is one which seeks 
out a diversity of opinion on various subjects. I 
challenge you--both the staff of Surface as well as every 
reader--to consider these points, as well as others 

which need to be examined. Let's not just write letter, 
but instead see about joining together to work on problems 
of mutual interest. 


How to begin? Continue with your publication <a donation 


is enclosed to help with that< and continually monitor its 
direction so that issues are raised and discussed in a 
productive manner. Seek out how best to identify the 
location of our real problems and then study all potential 
resolutions. Network with others who have like interests, 
ideals, and ideas. Don't overlook the possibility that 

the mechanisms for improvement/change are already in 
place and may only need some light modification (remember 
that the School Board is elected by the community--attend 
Board meetings and let members know how you feel).

Lock-up 


It has been brought to the attention of Surface 
that several staff members were indignant in their 
reactions to the articles concerning the quality 
of school locks in the November 20th issue. As 


Surface is intended to express the views of both 


students and staff, I will now relate the other side 
of the story. 

It seems that, many years ago, Lake Park 
High did spend money on a new type of high-security 
lock.

Grade ‘A’ 


Approximately ten percent of the student 
body at Lake Park is registered in some honors 
or advanced placement classes. Among these 
Students, there are always those who are getting 
the dreaded "C". For those of you who don't 
know, one of the benefits of being in an honors 
level class is that the grades are weighted if the 
Student maintains an A or a B. However, if the 
Student receives a C, he or she is not given a 
weighted grade. It is common practice for a teacher 
to encourage a student to drop the class if he 
or she is not receiving an A or a B. Often the 
most intelligent people are underachievers.

Speaking openly, what would you like to 
say here about Lake Park? 

Briar Rabbit calls Lake Park "For the most 
part... a pretty good school." The only major 
complaint would concern being "frustrated, 
because... they're having problems with the 
balance. And by 'balance', I mean... there's 


such a wide range in the maturity of the students." 


B.R. goes on to make some very valid points 
concerning the problems with some of the policies 
which Surface disagrees with. "It's a fallacy 

for students to think that you can treat everyone 
equal; especially with the discipline problem." 

As far as jackets, hats, etc. are concerned, "How 
do you balance (the policy) with the kid who's 
going to wear the Latin Kings hat? Where and 
how do you draw the line? 

"It's a valid feeling the students have," adds 
B.R. reflectively. "Students as a whole don't 
feel they have too much input on that at all. The 
rules and regulations get enforced when people 
feel like enforcing them. If there is a controversy 
over jackets or something, then take a survey. 
They may decide to do things different from the 
survey, but at least it shows that they asked. 
People like to be asked." 


How can we at Lake Park work for better 
balance and understanding? 

"There's too much worry over job security 
here," says Briar Rabbit, referring to both 
teachers and administrators. "Too much fear 
about interchange of ideas and the growth of 
academic freedom. We need to work with students 
for a better understanding of what reality is: 
what the rules are and why they're there." B.R. 
also list ways that the students can do their part; 
for example, by setting up "school councils" at 
both campuses. These councils would consist of 
students elected from the entire student body, 
with equal numbers of Freshman, Sophmores, 
Juniors, and Seniors. Teachers, principals, 
parents, and other community members would also 
be included on these councils. "If students want 
to change things,” Briar Rabbit states firmly, 
"nothing causes action more swiftly within a school 
district than getting their parents involved. If 
you distribute the paper solely to the students, 
youlre just preaching to the choir. You need 
to change the minds of the people in power." 


Any further suggestion for LP and or 
Surface? 

"One of the biggest mistakes students make 
is not talking to their teachers. I'd like to see 
the paper do a survey of the teachers and admini- 
strators about what's in the school code; see how 
many of them know what all the policies are. 

Just take the school code, ask 10 basic questions, 
and ask people to fill them out." 

Finally, B.R. adds one last comment. 
regarding the moderately heavy stress on jackets, 
hats, etc.: "I approve of freedom of speech. 

But of you're speaking freely about a hat, who 
the hell cares? Speaking freely about whether 
10% of the senior class is going to the Gulf and 
getting their heads blown off; That's a much 

different story."
